Alice Brady ‘and Oth Other Fevers in 
“The Snow Bride” Eadure Hard-

(A Special Story) 

Alice Brady has suffered the hard- 
ships of one-night stands, been 
bumped around in pullman berths, 
and otherwise experienced the incon- 
veniences of stage and picture life, 
but never in her screen career has she 

pes tesa the difficulties and suff- 
ng that made up her trip to north- 

ern Canada for scenes for 

Snow Bride’—a Paramount picture 

coming to the Empress theatre next 

Monday and Tuesday. 

The company traveled 300 miles 
northwest of Montreal to get snow 
scenes and for three weeks Miss 
Brady and her associates lived in 
temperatures varying between thirty 
and forty degrees beluw zero. The 
following extract from a_ letter 
written home by Sonya Levien, one 
of the authors of the story, will give 
some idea of the hardships of the 
trip: 

» “This morning we awoke to a bliz- 
zard and a gale. We planned to shoot 
the avalanche across Lake Temiskem- 
ing, but couldn’t make it because of 
the gale. Two Indians who crossed 
\the lake for the dynamiting of the 
avalanche came back with their faces 
badly frozen—the first time in years 
they said. 

“Five minutes told us that we 
wouldn’t dare cross the lake, so in- 
stead we decided to’ go to the bush 
and retake the night shots for safe- 
ty and tint them. We all went off 
before noon, and the first thing, Miss 
Brady’s fingers were nipped by frost 
and several of the boys’ faces, hands 
and feet were frozen after standing 
still a minute. Marcel, the Indian, 
built a huge fire for us, but unless we 
stood at the edge of the flames we 
froze. 

One of the boys told me I had a 
frozen spot on my chin, and by the 
time I pulled my hand out of my mit 


-|and began to rub it, my fingers got 


frozen—I hugged the fire. Miss 
Brady's hand hurt so that tears of 
pain ran down her cheeks, and my 
eye-lashes got frozen and hurt ‘my 
eyes as if I had gotten some hot 
cinders in them. Finally, we had to 
give up and go home. The gale, or 
even a moderate breeze, in a temp- 
erature that is only fifteen below, as 
it is today, is almost unbearable. 
“The natives never attempt to ex- 
pose themselves on such days— just 
bury themselves in homes, tents, or 
dug-outs and hug the fires until the 
wind passes. In the late afternoon, 
the wind died down enough to permit 
us to take one shot on the ice, but 
still we were glad to call it a day 
after that one shot and go home.” 
When Miss Brady and her company 
returned to New York they had dis- 
covered something was_ radically 
wrong with motion picture making.

He strongly advised the chang- 
ing of seed and always having an ex- 
perimental plot in which to test out 
certain seeds for the next season. Mr. 
McArthur was very complimentary 
to the exhibitors on the equality of 
their exhibits, and advised again “get 
the best, grow the best, then you will 
have the best.”

KILLS BACTERIA 


Antiseptic Effect Attributed to 
Tobacco Smoke 


Pipe-smokers have an advantage 
in health over men who do not smoke, 
according to an American doctor who 
saw service as a surgeon with the 
American Expeditionary Force, in 
the world war. “During the war”, he 
says, “I was in charge of over 500 


by, and dysentery raged with virul- 
ence. I noticed that the heaviest 
smokers, who went about with pipes 
in their mouths, did not contract the 


disease. I smoked all the time and 
was free from it. So that smoking 
is in reality a great protective 


against disease 

According to the Pasteur Period- 
ical, a magazine issued by the cele- 
brated Pasteur Institute in Paris, 
tobacco smoke is highly antiseptic 
and kills, in a few moments, the pri- 
mary bacteria of cholera, diptheria 
and cerebrospinal meningitis.

Edmonton, Nov. 30.—The govern- 
ment of Alberta last night dispatched 
strong protests to the Dominion and 
British Columbia governments | 
against the action of the harbor | 
board of Vancouver in advancing at 
one swoop the tonnage rates from one 
cent to ten cents on all shipping in 
the port. Premier Greenfield and the 
cabinet, after considering the matter 
during the afternoon, forwarded last 
night wires to Premier W. L. Mac- 
Kenzie King, Hon. Charles Stewart, 
minister of the interior, and to 
Premier John Oliver of B. C., each 
asking that the step taken by the 
Vancouver commissioners be fully 
investigated. 

During the morning the govern- 
ment met a delegation from the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade which asked 
that prompt action be taken by the 
government. At shortly before 6 
o'clock last night the premier, after 
consultation with Messrs. Brownlee, 
Reid and Ross, signed the following 
messages:

To Hon. W. L. MacKenzie King: 
“Provincial government desires to call 
your attention to announcement that 
Vancouver Harbor Commission have 
increased harbor dues from one to 
ten cents per ton, commencing Dec- 
ember Ist. We cannot believe that 
this startling and unexpected  in- 
crease was with knowledge and con- 
currence of your government. Neither 
can we believe that such great in- 
crease could possibly be justified, 
especially as we understand that re- 
sult will be to place Vancouver har- 
bor dues higher than other _ ports.

| In speaking of the use of “baby 
|comforts” Miss McMillan 1eferred to 
them as “Job comforters”—they 
}cause angular jaws and declared no 
baby wantedthem. There is a law in 
force in France forbidding the manu- 
facture of “comforts”. 

Calcium, iron and phosphorous are 
necessary in bone structure— these 
minerals are found in foods such as 
milk, fruits and green or fresh vege- 
tables. In the three prairie provin- 
ces ther were fifty thousand farms 
without a cow—nearly as many with- 
out poultry—consequently malnutri- 
tion was often more pronounced in 
the country than in the towns.. 

It was necessary for the women to 
be missioneries and tell each other of 
the knowledge gained by reading of 
lectures—teach the children their 
teeth are valuable and not to use 
them as “nut crackers”. Teeth are a 
greatasset to ones appearance and 
they are not replaced, as in some of 
the fish, which have a new tooth 
every time one falls out, but it takes 
years for the teeth to build in 
humans. It is necessary that public 
opinion be formed that foods from 
which the good has not been elimin- 
ated will be as attractive as those 
which we have so refined that the 
good is gone. 

There was a great deal more in- 
formation given and the women 
gathered felt they had spent an after- 
noon, well — Miss McMillan has a 
most pleasing personality and the 
members of the Women’s Institute 
greatly appreciated her visit to them. 

Afternoon tea was served and a 
social half hour spent. It was decired 
that the next regular meeting would 
not be held until early in January, at 
which the election of officers would 
take place.
